Palmer considers his plan instani mass communication 
No One Expected Earthquake 
In River Valley 150 Years Ago

planed valley of the Mississippi 
River seems an unlikely place for 
an earthquiike. At least it seemed 
unlikely 150 years ago on Dec. 15. 
William Boone, cousin of Daniel 
Boone, presumably was more con­ 
cerned with river currents and 
submerged snags as he guided his 
ilatboat down the Mississippi past 
what later would be Missouri and 
Southern Illinois, 
The handful of pioneers scat­ 
tered along the chores were an­ 
ticipating

Mississippi Valley from St. Louis 
to Memphis. 
Early Dec. 16, 1811, residents of

No One Expected Earthquake 
In River Valley 150 Years Ago 


CAIRO, HI. (AP) 
Glacier- 
planed valley of the Mississippi 
River seems an unlikely place for 
an earthquake. At least It seemed 
unlikely 150 years ago on Dec. 15. 
William Boone, cousin of Daniel 
Boone, presumably was more con­ 
cerned with river currents and 
submerged snags as he guided his 
flatboat down the Mississippi past 
what later would be Missouri and 
Southern Illinois. 
The handful of pioneers scat­ 
tered along the shores were an­ 
ticipating the usual uneventful 
winter. But within 24 hours, one 
of history’s most severe series of 
earthquakes began shaking the 
Mississippi Valley from St. Louis 
to Memphis. 
Early Dec. 16, 1811, residents of 
the frontier town of New Madrid— 
now in southeastern Missouri— 
were driven into oold night air 
by a violent earth tremor that 
upset furniture, split walls of log 
cabins, shattered roofs and crum­ 
bled chimneys. 
To the horrified pioneers, the 
tremors and shocks that followed 
through 1812 were blended into 
one—the New Madrid earthquake. 
Observers in Louisville, Ky„ 
using clock pendulums as measur­ 
ing devices, recorded 1,874 sepa­ 
rate shocks from Dec. 16 to March 


16. The three most severe quakes i 
occurred Dec. 16, Jan. 23, and 
Feb. 7. 
The activity was concentrated 
in a broad strip of 30,000-50,000 
square miles along the Mississippi 
from Cairo to Memphis. 
The earthquake was felt in 
Boston, Baltimore, Canada, New 
Orleans, 
the 
Rocky 
Mountains 
and Washington, D.C., an area of 
about a million square miles. 
Geologists note the famous San 
Francisco earthquake of 1906 was 
felt only 300 miles to the east. 
Southern Illinois had a sparse 
population in 1811-12. But the suc­ 
cession of tremors centering In 
the New Madrid area left their 
mark in frontier settlements more 
than 100 miles to the north. 
Chimneys collapsed in the for­ 
mer town of Kaskaskla. An an­ 
cient powder magazine built in 
Cahokla by a merchant still dis­ 
plays wall cracks received from 
the shocks. 
Fort Massac on the Ohio River 
near the future site of Metropolis 
was badly shaken Feb. 7. The 
commanding officer of the fort re­ 
quested—and received—$200 from 
Washington for repair of damage 
to the fort’s buildings. 
Chimneys toppled in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, and In Cape Girardeau, 
Mo. Most log cabins on the fron­ 


tier were unwittingly suited to! 
survive an earthquake. Historical 
accounts, therefore, usually refer 
to damage to brick and stone 
structures. 
Records of deaths and injuries 
from the earthquake are conflict­ 
ing. A New Madrid man died 
when a cabin collapsed. Several 
persons were drowned when boats 
on the 
wave-toseed Mississippi 
overturned. 
William Boone, one of the first 
men to operate a flatboat com­ 
mercially on the river, had left 
the mouth of Kincaid Creek in 
Jackson County, 111., bound for 
New Orleans. 
He and the Negro slave who ac­ 
companied him later related the 
violence of the water. The flat- 
boat weathered the quake, but 
smaller craft—particularly canoes 
—were 
found 
overturned 
and 
their occupants missing. 
Other persons died when river 
banks collapsed and swept them 
into the river. Islands were sub­ 
merged 
and twisting of earth 
along Lie river destroyed an esti­ 
mated 150.000 acres of forest. 
W'de areas settled 3-9 feet un­ 
der the shaking. A deeper de­ 
pression was created in western 
Tennessee into which the Missis­ 
sippi overflowed. The result was 
20-mile-long Reelfoot Lake, now

Courting Chaos 


Amtrleaiis would bo q u i c k l y 
I fMMid if thoy folt that «Unger throat. 
im i thoir right of free choice at the 
polls. 
Most» however, seem only dimly 
aware that another cornerstone of 
tfeilr freedom—the fair, full and swift 
administration of justice—is already 
seriously undermined. 
Our democratic system centers on 
regard for the rights of the individual. 
If he cannot gain speedy redress for 
wrongs committed against him, his 
liberty obviously suffers. 
Voluminous testimony today indi- 
cates that justice properly defined can- 
not be had by thousands upon thou- 
sands who clog our courts from the 
lowest city level to the federal system. 
Two new surveys emphasize what 
amounts to an almost demoralizing 
chaos in the courts. 
The magazine Fortune, taking note 
of the welbremarked delays of from 
one to five years in the handling of civil 
cases, argues that the pile-up of old 
claims is not even the worst of it. 
It points out that judges, juries and 
lawyers have barely begun to familiar­ 
ize themselves with a flood of totally 
new problems arising from scientific 
and technical advances, the spread of 
business abroad, the mounting complex­ 
ity of government 
This means, says the magazine, that 


a "system of justice which is not fit to 
handle yesterday’s demands until today 
will not be able to handle tomorrow's 
demands at all.-' 
Parade, a weekly, studied U.S. traf­ 
fic courts for half a year and discov­ 
ered that on balance they are over­ 
crowded, inefficient, unmindful of pre­ 
serving 
basic 
constitutional 
rights, 
sometimes willing to put justice on a 
cash basis, tending to foster disrespect 
for the courts and for law and order. 
Such terms as "meat grinders" and 
"cafeterias" sometimes are pinned to 
traffic courts in such big cities as Chi­ 
cago. In the latter, on a typical day, 
3,900 traffic cases may be called, not 
including 6,000 parking offenses where­ 
in defendants pay fines by mail. 
In countless instances, defendants 
are automatically presumed guilty, in 
clear defiance of the fundamental that 
a man is innocent until proved guilty. 
Higher in the judicial system, the 
delays— plus the prospect of improper 
handling through ignorance of prob­ 
lems— lead many people either to suf­ 
fer injustice without action, or to seek 
out-of-court settlements whose net ef­ 
fect may be unfair. 
It is easy to sit by and call for a 
complete overhaul and enlargement of 
our creaking courts. Many experts be­ 
lieve, however, that nothing less will 
prevent the deep corrosion of our lib­ 
erties.

Unanswered Questions 


The people who devise entertain­ 
ment for the American public— from 
children on up—-seem to operate 011 
the theory wo are all as lazy mentally 
as President Kennedy indicates we are 
physically. 
By tho measures the entertainment 
impresarios use, they can muster some 
pretty good evidence. 
In illustration, the TV listener rat­ 
ings, for whatever they are worth, sug­ 
gest that on Thanksgiving night the 
gangster serial, "The Untouchables," 
and "Sing Along with Mitch" outdrew 
by ratios of 3 and 4 to 1 an hour-long 
filmed interview with former President 
Kisenhower. 
This kind of thing is not new, of 
M iine, but it is constantly cited by the 
broadcasting industry to justify flood­ 
ing TV screens with westerns, gangster 
IbOWs, quizzes and other frothy trivia. 
In the same way, film and stage 
producers point to relative cash receipts 
in defense of their concentration 011 
light entertainment as against solid dra­ 
matic fare. 
„ Newton Minow, chairman of the 
FCC, thinks broadcasters sadly under­ 
rate the public’s taste and understand­ 
ing. He argues that they have been par­ 
ticularly cavalier in "frittering away” 
opportunities in the children’s field. 


Catching youngsters at the forma­ 
tive stage, says Minow, TV could do 
much to widen their knowledge and 
give them high standards of taste. 
Some voices in the industry are 
heard in support, but many who say 
they would like to see better program­ 
ming agree with one man’s comment 
that the thinking person’s program 
"doesn’t have a chance — there just 
aren’t enough of us." 
Presumably the reaction will in­ 
evitably be the same when similar criti­ 
cisms are leveled at other entertain­ 
ment media. 
A good deal of evidence indicates 
that Europeans digest far more solid 
fare than we in their books, their mov­ 
ies, their theater, their television. 
Some Americans who have lived 
long abroad are stunned when they re­ 
turn here and see the contrast. 
The President says that in physical 
tests the children of Austria, Italy and 
Switzerland leave ours far behind. 
Other comparisons have given English 
youngsters a marked edge. 
Despite Minow's stout faith in us, 
mental comparisons, it seems, might 
prove even more embarrassing. 
One has to wonder exactly what it 
is that Americans ARE concentrating 
on these days. It is certainly not fitness 
of any sort.

Courting Chaos

Mart, however, seem only dimly 
aware that another cornerstone of 
their freedom—the fair, full and swift 
administration of justice—is already 
seriously undermined. 
Our democratic system centers on 
regard for the rights of the individual. 
If he cannot gain speedy redress for 
wrongs committed against him, his 
liberty obviously suffers. 
Voluminous testimony today indi­ 
cates that justice properly defined can­ 
not be had by thousands upon thou­ 
sands who clog our courts from the 
lowest city level to the federal system. 
Two new surveys emphasize what 
amounts to an almost demoralizing 
chaos in the courts. 
The magazine Fortune, taking note 
of the well-remarked delays of from 
one to five years in the handling of civil 
cases, argues that the pile-up of old 
claims is not even the worst of it. 
It points out that judges, juries and 
lawyers have barely begun to familiar­ 
ize themselves with a flood of totally 
new problems arising from scientific 
and technical advances, the spread of 
business abroad, the mounting complex­ 
ity of government 
This means, says the magazine, that 


a “system of justice which is not fit to 
handle yesterday’s demands until today 
will not be able to handle tomorrow's 
demands at all.“ 
Parade, a weekly, studied U.S. traf­ 
fic courts for half a year and discov­ 
ered that on balance they are over­ 
crowded, inefficient, unmindful of pre­ 
serving 
basic 
constitutional 
rights, 
sometimes willing to put justice on a 
cash basis, tending to foster disrespect 
for the courts and for law and order. 
Such terms as “meat grinders” and 
“cafeterias" sometimes are pinned to 
traffic courts in such big cities as Chi­ 
cago. In the latter, on a typical day, 
8,900 traffic cases may be called, not 
including 6,000 parking offenses where­ 
in defendants pay fines by mail. 
In countless instances, defendants 
are automatically presumed guilty, in 
clear defiance of the fundamental that 
a man is innocent until proved guilty. 
Higher in the judicial system, the 
delays— plus the prospect of improper 
handling through ignorance of prob- 
lems— lend many people either to suf­ 
fer injustice without action, or to seek 
out-of-court settlements whose net ef­ 
fect may be unfair. 
It is easy to sit by and call for a 
complete overhaul and enlargement of 
our creaking courts. Many experts be­ 
lieve, however, that nothing less will 
prevent the deep corrosion of our lib­ 
erties.

Unanswered Questions 


The people who devise entertain­ 
ment for the American public—from 
children 6n up—seem to operate on 
the theory we are all as lazy mentally 
as President Kennedy indicates we are 
physically. 
By the measures the entertainment 
impresarios use, they can muster some 
pretty good evidence. 
In illustration, the TV listener rat­ 
ings, for whatever they are worth, sug­ 
gest that on Thanksgiving night the 
gangster serial, “The Untouchables,” 
and “Sing Along with Mitch” outdrew 
by ratios of 8 and 4 to 1 an hour-long 
filmed interview with former President 
Eisenhower. 
- - This kind of thing is not new, of 
««eiune, but it is constantly cited by the 
broadcasting industry to justify flood- 
ing TV screens with westerns, gangster 
13httWs, quizzes and other frothy trivia. 
In the same way, film and stage 
producers point to relative cash receipts 
In defense of their concentration on 
ljght entertainment as against solid dra­ 
matic fare. 
. ... Newton Minow, chairman of the 
FCC, thinks broadcasters sadly under­ 
rate the public’s taste and understand­ 
ing. Ha argues that they have been par­ 
ticularly cavalier in “frittering away” 
opportunities in the children’s field. 


Catching youngsters at the forma­ 
tive stage, says Minow, TV could do 
much to widen their knowledge and 
give them high standards of taste. 
Some voices in the industry are 
heard in support, but many who say 
they would like to see better program­ 
ming agree with one man’s comment 
that the thinking person’s program 
“doesn’t have a chance — there just 
aren't enough of us.” 
Presumably the reaction will in­ 
evitably be the same when similar criti­ 
cisms are leveled at other entertain­ 
ment media. 
A good deal of evidence indicates 
that Europeans digest far more solid 
fare than we in their books, their mov­ 
ies, their theater, their television. 
Some Americans who have lived 
long abroad are stunned when they re­ 
turn here and see the contrast. 
The President says that in physical 
tests the children of Austria, Italy and* 
Switzerland leave ours far behind. 
Other comparisons have given English 
youngsters a marked edge. 
Despite Minow’s stout faith in us, 
mental comparisons, it seems, might 
prove even more embarrassing. 
One has to wonder exactly what it 
is that Americans ARE concentrating 
on these days. It is certainly not fitness 
of any sort.

By that he meant that when a 
person begins to receive Social Se­ 
curity, he automatically feels old, 
useless, and Incapable, Our teach­ 
er said that Social Security was 
necessary, but that this was one 
of its unrecognized effects. How do 
you feel about this?

Security 
payments, however, are not the 
major determinant In pre-aging 
There are many other significant 
causes. 
Compulsory retirement, pamp­ 
ering, suggested institutionaliza­ 
tion, Institutionalisation i t s e l f 
giving unwanted advice, and fall­ 
ing to respect the wishes of older 
persons also contribute to pre- 
aging. 
The psychological effect is often 
overwhelming. 
Rather than continuing to lead 
useful, creative lives, older persons 
pre-age and believe that they have 
become useless. When, people be­ 
lieve that they are useless, they 
tend to act that way.

million In economic aid, $14 mil­ 
lion military aid. 
Totals for all U.8. aid furnished 
Latin America since 1945 are $11 
billion—$G billion military, $5 bil­ 
lion economic. 
President Alberto Lleros Cam- 
argo of Colombia—in the last year 
of his term of office and being 
unable to succeed himself—hla in­ 
augurated a land reform program 
that will have far-reaching ef­ 
fects, if hi,s successors carry it out. 
President Romulo Betancourt of 
Venezuela, one of the real progres­ 
sives of Latin America, has been 
a leader in reform movements.

URBANA—Sheep producers must 
do three things if they are to 
have an economically successful 
business in the future, a Uni­ 
versity of Illinois livestock m arket­ 
ing economist stated last week. 
E. E. Broadbent urged sheep­ 
men to build volume, develop out­ 
lets th at will pay for a quality 
product and m arket a product th a t 
will attrac t customers and bring 
them back for more. 
Broadbent recognized th at vol­ 
ume was a m ajor problem in Illi­ 
nois. 
High-paying 
lamb 
buyers 
must operate where there is a 
volume of high-quality lambs. Il­ 
linois iamb production is so sparse 
and unevenly distributed that pro­ 
ducers have not been able to at­ 
tract and hold the m arkets they 
would like. 
W hether present marketing agen­ 
cies handle the Iambs or new 
agencies are set up, both face tire 


problem of securing a volume of 
high quality lambs to obtain the 
favorable prices producers want, 
Broadbent pointed out. 
To

consumer 
acceptance, 
Broadbent 
urged 
sheepmen 
to 
demonstrate their product to the 
consuming public. He cited the 
successful chicken and pork bar­ 
becues staged by producers in Il­ 
linois and elsewhere. 
He cited the records showing 
th at costs of labor and feed to 
produce a pound of m eat favor 
pork, poultry and beef producers.

The 14th Illinois Volunteer reg­ 
im ent, w hich had trained at the 
M organ 
County 
fairgrounds in 
April, M ay and June of 1861, was 
getting ready to 
go 
into 
w inter 
cam p in Cooper county, Mo., Just 
100 years ago. 
W illiam 
Cam , 
E xeter 
school 
teacher, 24 years old, had been 
appointed lieutenant colonel of the 
regim ent by Gov. Yates, upon ihe 
recom m endation of General John 
M. Palm er. 
In his diary Cam expressed re ­ 
gret th a t he h ad been Jumped over 
th e head of M ajor Jo n ath an M or­ 
ris of W averly, his senior m both 
years of service. 
He expressed his 
regrets to the W averly m erchant 
and M exican war veteran and was 
m uch relieved w hen Morris icplled 
“in substance, th a t the good of 
the 
service 
was 
above 
per-onal 
consideration.” 
Such kind words delighted the 
young colonel. 
Let us read som e m ore I tom his 
d ia ry : 
Decem ber 2nd. 
G ot out of my 
ten t before reveille this m orning. 
From m y tent could look over my 
own and other regim ents in the 
lower lands, where m ost of the 
m en were w ithout tents, and lay in 
bunches under enam els and heavy 
fall of pure white snow. 
The la I 
ringing notes hardly died on the 
frosty air before hundreds of men 
had carefully throw n back their 
covering, sittin g up and getting 
th eir shoes from under their knap 
sacks, which had served as p il­ 
lows, began to put them on. 
But 
I noticed th at about half of the 
soldiers got out their pipes and 
lit them before ever getting their 
shoes. 
The sm oldering cam p fires were 
soon rekindled, jokes began to fly. 
and I thought w hat a lot of pity 
the folks a t hom e were w asting 
on the poor soldiers. 
It is am us­ 
ing to see the m ake-shifts in such 
a cam p, w here tents can be had, 
two faced together, a pit dug in 
the middle to keep a fire in and a 
trench covered w ith flat stone.- 
and earth carried the sm oke out­ 
side to a rough chim ney of stones, 
or old barrels. 
There Is .such a pit 
in my own ten t and it 
is such a 
cheer and com fort these nights. 
L ieutenant Nolte, m y quarterm as­ 
ter. got in after I closed my journ­ 
al last n ig h t and reported th at he

M any of us are still using 
the old quilts given us at Camp 
D uncan by the citizens of M or­ 
gan county.

For some days past the u n fo rtu ­ 
n ate sufferers of the southw est 
portion of the State, who have 
been driven out on account of their 
U nion sentim ents, have lined our 
thoroughfares, and presented m any j 
of the m ost painful scenes of pov­ 
erty and affliction ever w itnessed 
in this city. Only a sm all portion 
arrived in proportion to th e thous­ 
ands who left Springfield and vi­ 
cinity in com pany w ith G eneral 
Siegel’s division.

The 14U) llllnuLi Volunteer reg­ 
iment, which had trained at the 
Morgan 
County 
fairgrounds in 
April, May and June of 1801, wa.s 
getting ready to go into winter 
camp in Cooper county, Mo,, Just 
100 year* ago. 
William Cam, 
Exeter 
school 
teacher, 24 years old, had been 
appointed lieutenant colonel of the 
regiment by Oov. Yates, upon the 
recommendation of General John 
M. Palmer. 
In his diary Cam expressed re­ 
gret that he had been Jumped over 
the head of Major Jonathan Mor­ 
ris of Waverly, his senior In both 
years of service. He expressed his 
regrets to the Waverly merchant 
and Mexican war veteran and was 
much relieved when Monts replied 
"In substance, that the good of 
the service wa.s above personal 
consideration.” 
Such kind words delighted the 
young colonel. 
Let us reud .some more from his 
diary: 
December 2nd. Got out of my 
tent before reveille this morning. 
From my tent could look over my 
own and other regiments In the 
lower lands, where mast of the 
men were without tents, and lay In 
bunches under enamels and heavy 
fall of pure while snow. The l a s t 
ringing notes hardly died on the 
frasty air before hundreds of men 
had carefully thrown back their 
covering, sitting up and getting 
their shoes from under their knap 
sacks, which had served as pil­ 
lows, began to put them on. 
But 
1 noticed that about half of the 
soldiers got out their pipes and 
lit them before ever getting their 
shoes. 
The smoldering camp fires were 
scion rekindled, jokes began to fly. 
and I thought what a lot of pity 
the folks at home were wasting 
on the poor soldiers. 
It is amus­ 
ing to see the make-shifts in such 
a camp, where tents can be had, 
two faced together, a pit dug in 
the middle to keep a fire in and a 
trench covered with flat stones 
and earth carried the smoke out­ 
side to a rough chimney of stones, 
or old barrels. There Is such a pit 
in my own tent and It 
is such a 
cheer and comfort these nights. 
Lieutenant Nolte, my quartermas­ 
ter. got in after I closed my journ­ 
al last night and reported that he 
had hts requisitions for new cloth­ 
ing. 
tents and cooking utensils 
filled. Many of us are still using 
the old quilts given us at Camp 
Duncan by the citizens of Mor 
gan county. 
A paymaster called 
to say that all who were not paid 
for October would be paid day 
after tomorrow. 
Lieut. John F. Nolle wan regi 
mental quartermaster, and despite 
this post proved popular with the 
men and a first class soldier. He 
was from Beardstown and was the 
major when the regiment finally 
disbanded. 
December 3rd. At an oyster sup­ 
per I gave to my officers in Tip­ 
ton tonight I met a niece of Mis­ 
souri’s rebel governor, Claib Jack­ 
son, whom I had m et here in a 
similar occasion, previous to our 
m arch to Springfield. Miss Cuttle 
is good looking, very sharp witted, 
and I think strong “Secesh.” 
I 
placed Lieutenant Hartley under 
arrest this morning for being ab­ 
sent without leave, giving him the 
liberty of the square in Tipton. 
Lieut. John W. Hartley of Co. H 
must have regarded this order 
“cruel and unusual.” After all, all 
he had done was to get his pay 
ahead of the men, Just as the other 
officers did, and then go to Tip­ 
ton, where he slid several beakers 
of 
hlgh-voitage elixir 
past 
his 
tonsils and found amiable com­ 
panionship. When he awoke the 
next morning he felt not the best 
and his funds had strayed away 
and were entirely absent. 
Now 
this often happens to soldiers, In 
low or high rank. Upon his return 
to camp around noon the new 
colonel took a most dim view of 
the matter and ordered his arrest. 
Giving him the liberty of the town 
square in Tipton was cruel; what 
could a fundless gentleman do in 
town, anyhow? 
Hartley soon tired of the arniy, 
resigned and went back home in 
Christian county. 
December 4th. 
Morning 
drill. 
Went hunting with General Pal­ 
mer, but got no game. 
December 
5th. 
Non - commis- 
staff not paid yet. Called on Col­ 
onel Turner and went to Tipton 
before noon. 
Have permission to 
visit home, but It would be a bad 
example for me to set and I shall 
not go. 
December 8th. Marched about 
8 a.m. Roads muddy in places. 
Palmer refused to camp on the low 
ground General Davis had selected 
and we are on high ground east of 
the Lamine River. 
Burbanks of 
Exeter, HI., the tallest man in the 
regiment, who was discharged for 
disability last summer came back 
to re-enter service today. Sergeant 
Major Frank Fox started for Jack­ 
sonville this morning, and I have 
appointed Fetien, Co. ”B” in his 
place pro tem. 
Pickled pork in­ 
stead of beef was issued this after­ 
noon, and of course the quarter­ 
m aster received m any left handed 
blessings. Wrote to Kittie tonight. 
CpI. Jesse W. Burbanks was 6’ 7 
tall. His constitution wasn’t up to 
army life and he was given a final 
disability discharge the following 
March. 
December 10th.

The regiment band 
came to my boarding house this 
evening, and we had an enjoyable 
time. 
Dec. 29th — Colonel Bland of 
the 6th Missouri was absent today 
and I was a brigadier commander 
for once, being the ranking officer 
present. Held general inspection at 
10 a.m. New clothes were issued 
while I was out of camp and we 
are rid of Confederate gray and 
are all “Boys in Blue” now.

The illustration shown on our Page 1— which repre­ 
sents Union fugitives in St. Louis— shows how cruelly 
the rebellion is pressing upon the loyal people of Mis­ 
souri. The New York Herald correspondent writes from 
St. Louis: 


For some days past the unfortu­ 
nate sufferers of the southwest 
portion of the State, who have 
been driven out on account of their 
Union sentiments, have lined our 
thoroughfares, and presented many 
of the most painful scenes of pov­ 
erty and affliction ever witnessed 
in this city. Only a small portion 
arrived in proportion to the thous­ 
ands who left Springfield and vi­ 
cinity In company with General 
Siegel’s division. Their appearance 
—half naked, benumbed with cold, 
and hardly able to stand—has ex­ 
cited the liveliest sympathy, and it 
is evident that something must be 
done for these destitute people, or 
they will die outright of starva­ 
tion.

hour 
thousands of refugees are fleeing 
from Missouri th at they may find 
bread, and afterw ard a home in 
our happy Free State. Scantily 
clad, half famished, and pinched 
with cold, they enter our border 
towns and beg, for they have no 
money, th at they may live. Nor 
are these the ignorant poor—it is 
the better class in the Slave States 
who are faithful to the Union. 
Whole families and whole neigh­ 
borhoods have come, and the toads 
leading to St. Louis and the citv 
itself are filled with them. Far to 
the rear come the various division 
of Price’s army, and when they 
overtake the helpless exiles thev 
rob them of everything. From the 
men they take even their pocket- 
knives.
